Commission Seeks Cause

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


study of why the Postal Service 
is losing more nloney each year 
— when its goal was to 
eliminate deficits — should 
touch off a major congressional 
debate over its future. 


The federal Postal Service 


Commission, expected to hold 
its first meeting soon, is due to 
make 
recommendations 
by 


March 15. The commission 
includes seven voting members 
representing business, postal 
workers and consumers. 


The 
Postal 
Service can 


neither raise mail rates nor 
trim services while the com- 
mission deliberates. 


The service was created in 


1971, replacing the old Post Of- 
fice Department, with the goal 
of paying for itself. To do this, 
the agency was given powers to 


operate more like a private 
business.- 


However, the Postal Service 


has lost S3 billion in its first five 
years, and the deficits have 
been getting larger. The cor- 
poration has avoided insolvency 
only by borrowing from the 
federal Treasury. 


The 1971 reorganization was 


based on recommendations of 
an earlier government commis- 
sion, which said postal costs 
could be reduced by at least 20 
per cent if the investment and 
operating practices used in 
private industry were made 
available

Carter Still Leads; 
Ford Close Behind 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


series of presidential polls 
released less than two weeks 
before the election tend to show 
Jimmy Carter still ahead, with 
President Ford close behind. 


The surveys could provide 


encouragement for both can- 
didates, depending on how they 
interpret them. Carter, the 
Democratic nominee, still holds 
some of the lead he established 
after winning the nomination, 
but it has narrowed enough so 
Ford, his Republican rival, 
could erase it in the eight days 
remaining, 
i 


Time magazine engaged the 


firm of Yankelovich, Skelly and 
White to contact voters during 
the period Oct. 16-19. Time said 
the survey, which was updated 
after 
the final presidential 


debate, showed Carter with 48 
per cent. Ford with 44, and 8 per 
cent undecided. 


Newsweek magazine's survey 


found that Carter was leading 
solidly in eight states and the 
District of Columbia, with, a to- 


tal of 83 electoral votes, and that 
16 states with 225 electoral votes 
were leaning his way. If he held 
those leads, he would have 308 
electoral votes, 38 more than 
needed to win. 


U.S. News and World Report 


showed Carter leading for 244 
electoral votes and Ford for 90, 
with 204 votes in states too close 
to call. 


A poll taken immediately 


after the presidential debate 
Friday for The Associated Press 
by Chilton Research Services 
found a small plurality of those 
contacted thinking Ford was the 
winner. 


Of the 1,027 people ques- 


tioned, 35.5 per cent chose Ford 
as the debate winner; 33.1 per 
cent picked Carter and 31.4 
wouldn't choose or called it a 
draw. 


The poll also found that 


among those sun-eyed, 49.0 per 
cent were leaning to Ford and 
44.9 per cent to Carter. But, 
whether because of high school 
football games or Friday night 


parties, the AP sample found a 
disproportionate number of 
older people and Republicans in 
*the debate audience. 


That means that the sampling

“ Eco-Spasm 
Report,” 
Toffler has described strategies 
for avoiding economic collapse. 
“Fliture Shock.” which won the 
Prix de Meilleur Livre E^tranger 
in France and the McKinsey 
Foundation Book Award in the 
United States, and which has 
been published in 5ii countries, 
deals with the problems of 
adapting

DETROIT (AP) — Police, us- 


ing

check into Detroit hotels and 
motels as Mr. and Mrs. 


The law — written years ago 


to protect 
innkeepers 
from 


freeloaders — is part of an es- 
calating police war against 
prostitution. It provides fines up 
to 8100 for falsifying hotel 


registrations. The hotels also 
are being ticketed as ac- 
complices. 


Ironically, -some of the nearly 


130 persons arrested under the 
ordinance since September ap- 
parently gave false names in 
order to avoid arrest under 
another law: one that prohibits 
occupancy of a hotel room by 
unrelated members of the op- 
posite sex. 


"But we don't issue that ticket 


any more." said Lt. Robert 
Leonard of the vice squad. "...

The tactics were instituted by

"We're goin™ to use all the

Ward 
Taylor, an undercover vice 
squad man. 


Some hotel operators in the 


city's seamy Cass Corridor sec- 
tion, where many of the arrests 
have been made, are unhappy 
about the crackdown. One hotel 
has even hired an attorney to 
check into the constitutionality 
of the ticketing. 


"We're here to rent rooms, 


that's our business," said the 
manager of one hotel who has 
not been ticketed.

Town officials most recently 
have talked of using clay, rein­ 
forced with concrete, to plug the 
holes, and then trapping the 
pesky muskrats.

Poll Shows Carter Gaining On Ford In State 


DETROIT (AP) — Democratic presidential 


candiUate Jimmy Carter has closed the gap on 
President Ford to three percentage points in 
Michigan, according to a poll conducted for the 
Detroit News.

With all the interest in CBs 


one must wonder just what 
causes consumers to plunk 
down anywhere from $50 to

strangers. It's an intriguing 
psychology. 


There's no question that 


talking with strangers on CB 
has a wide appeal. When Betty 
Ford greeted radio buffs with 
"Hello. First Momma here," 
she became the most famous 
speaker on the nation's chattiest 
partyline. 


The citizens' band radio is the 


fastest growing communication 
medium since the telephone. 
Half of the 15 million sets BOW in 
operation were bought within 
the past 18 months or so. By the 
•end of 1976. the industry expects 
sales to rocket over SI billion. 


One explanation for the rage. 


no doubt, has to do with our 
impersonal society. The fact is. 
we don't have the relaxed, easy 
manner of relating face to face 
with others which we enjoyed 50 
years ago. 


We all need such human con- 


tact yet our attempts at it are 
often awkward and forced. Most 
of us avoid such confrontations 
if we can. Maybe it's a paradox 
that in a nation wtkh prides it- 
self on freedom of speech, the 
average man still doesn't have 
much of a chance to express his 
ideas and feelings to others. 


The CB radio is a forum for 


the little guy who seeks such 
expression.

In addition, willingness to 


help emerges more quickly 
toward a CBer who is broken 
down on a highway than it does 
toward to someone who 


When we CBers are emplored 


by a stranger in trouble, we feel 
individually linked with him, 
yet we can choose involvement 
without identity. 


Most CBers use only their 


handle. Anonymous Samaritan 
acts are not only valued but 
respected. We can relay a mes- 
sage for help, then tune out if we 
wish. 


Lonnie Creamer, a heavyduly

Raft With 
Six Bodies 
Beaches 


HALIFAX. .Nova Scotia (AP) 


— A raft with the bodies of 
seven persons who abandoned 
the Dutch freighter Gabriella 
during a severe storm last week 
has washed up on a rocky shore 
near St. Shott's.

Search and rescue officials

In the early days when he strutted Is' 


balcony and flashed his eyes and jutted is 
chin and promised the world, he used to say 
things like: "I shall make my life a mas- 
terpiece." Or: "If I retreat, kill me." In the 
end Benito Mussolini, the first of the Fascist 
dictators became the first of the bad Italian 
jokes. 


During the war, Mussolini led Italy into a 


series of military disasters so bad Hitler 
quickly reduced him to a silent junior 
partner who did not learn until the day 
before that the Germans were about to at- 
tack Russia. 'Rrereafter, Hitler used Italian 
forces primarily as occupation or auxiliary 
forces. 


By 1943, with Allied troops pushing up the 


Italian peninsula and Mussolini's generals 
plotting against him, II Duce was dumped 
from power and had to be rescued by Ger- 
man paratroopers. He was set up by tlte 
Germans as head of a puppet government in 
north Italy, which carried out savage 
reprisals against those who had dethroned 
him. Among those executed was Count 
Ciano, his son-in-law. 


The German army still controlled norfti 


Italy when the final year of the European 
war began, but It as retreating fast. Italian 
partisans swept through the streets without 
hindrance and about 6 a.m. on Thursday. 
April 26, 1945, Mussolini quietly sneaked 
northward, trying to reach Switzerland. 


Two days later Italian partisans found 


him. The deposed dictator, then 61. and his 
mistress. Clara Petacci. 25. were holed up 
in a cottage on a hill outside the village of 
Dongo. A partisan commander dispatched 
1(1 men and an officer with simple instruc- 
tions: "Settle the matter." 


II Duce saw his countrymen approach and 


when he discovered they had come not to 
liberate, but to arrest him. his huge face 
shook with fury and he roared, "Let me 
save my life and I'll give you an empire!" 
The partisans told him he had been con- 
demned to death. They held a "trial." to 
certify the death sentence, then stood 
: Mussolini, his mistress, and 16 other Fas- 
cists up before a hastily organized firing 
squad. 11 Duce's last words: "No! No!" 


The 18 bodies were hauled in a van to 


Milan — the city where Mussolini had 
formed his Fascist party 22 years before 
and launched his Black Shirt march on 
Rome. . . 


Friday. April 29. The bodies lay sprawled 


in a heap in the bright sunshine of the 
Piazza Loretto, a downtown square. Mus- 
solini's head rests against the breast of his 
mistress. 


By mid-morning the crush of vengeful 


viewers becomes dangerous: several are 
trampled. The partisans raise the bodies of 
the dictator and his mistress to a scaffold,

The Department of Health. Education and Welfare says 


that it has collected $280 million in child support payments 
during the first year of its crackdown on runaway fathers. 
HEW said the program cost $134 million to run in the first 
year, for a net gain of J146 million. Officials said they ex- 
peeled the program to only break even in the first year. 
States participating in the crackdown estimate they will 
collect $400 million in the new fiscal year which began Oct. 


"The hard work of thousands of state and county workers 


and law enforcement officials has demonstrated that child 
support enforcement is cost effective and a sound 
management practice," said Robert Fulton, administrator 
of HEWs Social and Rehabilitation Service; 


Of the 3.4 million families receiving federal welfare as- 


sistance, the government estimates that 2.8 million have an 
absent parent who could contribute some earnings to the 
care of their children. 


The government hopes to boost child-support collections 


to Jl billion by 1980. The program also requires welfare 
mothers in most cases lo help establish the paternity of 
children born out of wedlock if the mother is to continue 
receiving welfare payments for herself. Between April 1 
and June 30, the department said, the 10 states reporting 
the highest collections were Michigan. Ohio, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts. Washington, California,

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — A group of South Bend citizens is 


asking Gov. Otis R. Bowen to lend a hand in a situation in St. 
Joseph County allegedly involving public officials, corruption, 
drugs, gambling, prostitution and murder. 


Spokesmen for the group are to present information today to 


James Smith, Bowen's aide for matters of public safety. Jeanne 
Emrnick, one of the spokesmen, said she was advised that the 
governor himself would not be available until December. Bowen is 
campaigning for November election. 


The group believes a state police investigation two years ago did 


not reveal the extent of criminal activity in South Bend or 
surrounding St. Joseph County. Although investigators said they 
found some rice, no prosecutions resulted from the probe. The 
group is seeking an independent investigation with a special 
prosecutor empowered to grant immunity and give protection to 
potential witnesses. 


The ad hoc organization is composed of businessmen, local of- 


ficials, police officers, attorneys and others. Many members of the 
bipartisan group do not want to be identified because of Tear of loss 
of jobs, appearence of political motivation — or physical harm. 


But. they say they will share their information with a special 


prosecutor if one is appointed. 


Keith Forsythe. another spokesman, is a former St. Joseph 


County policeman. He was fired after he and seven other deputies 
initiated a petition 'or the removal of Sheriff Dean Bolerjack. 
Bolerjack a former iJemocratie state representative, said the dis- 
missal was for insubordination, brutality toward a prisoner and 
moonlighting without permission.

aid society. "They feel no duty

"cavalier." Many witnesses 
said there were few facilities 
and supportive services for 
victims of such assault.

FARMERS GET WARNING 


Manure Produces Lethal Gases 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Several deaths 


in Michigan have been attributed to gases 
produced by organic waste units on farms, ac- 
cording to an agricultural safety engineer. 
Farmers should use fans, breathing units and 
other safety devices when working in or around 
animal liquid manure tanks, milk house drainage 
pits and other organic waste structures, says Dr. 
Richard Pfister, a Michigan State University ex- 
tension safety engineer. Pfister said gases 
generated by the organic wastes are harmful to 
humans and animals. Up to 27 gaseous compounds 
are produced in liquid manure as bacterial 
decomposition occurs. 


Some of these gases — such as methane, carbon 


dioxide, ammonia and hydrogen sulfide — are ex- 
tremely dangerous. The four gases may create an 
environment without oxygen, Pfister said, one 
which may be highly explosive, poisonous, or a 
combination of all three. Liquid wastes trap small 


bubbles which are low in or devoid of oxygen, and 
when the liquid is agitated or disturbed by pump- 
ing, these gas bubbles are released, he said. 


Pfister outlined the dangers of the various gases: 
—Methane is colorless, odorless, lighter than air 


and burns readily. R can be explosive and it can 
asphyxiate humans and animals when it reaches 35 
per cent concentration. 


—Hydrogen sulfide has a rotten egg smell, is 


extremely poisonous and can cause serious 
disability or death in concentrations of more than 
one-tenth of one per cent. "It is heavier than air so 
it is almost always present in any pit containing 
decomposing organic material," Pfister said. The 
gaS tends to paralyze the diaphragm and victims 
usually collapse at once, with would-be rescuers 
also frequently overcome. 


—Carbon dioxide is an undeteclable, colorless 


gas heavier than air, while ammonia is colorless, 
lighter than air and has a pungent odor. Both.can 


suffocate a person. 


"Underground tanks or pits, which by their na- 


ture cannot be ventilated easily, are potentially 
most dangerous," Pfister said. "Silo pits, septic 
tanks, even well pits can harbor deadly hydrogen 
sulfide." Open pits with inadequate coverings are 
potential traps for humans and animal, especially 
if they breathe the gases as they go near the edge. 


When tank contents are agitated or pumped, 


large quantities of gas are released, so maximum 
ventilation is essential, Pfister said. Smoking, 
lighted matches and open flames must be kept out 
of the area until the tank is thoroughly ventilated. 
Pfister urged the use of portable fans to ventilate 
pits, and warned farmers not to enter a liquid 
manure tank which is being emptied without an air 
breathing unit. A rope should be tied around the 
waist of the person entering the tank, workers 
should work in pairs and ladders should be ins- 
talled on all tanks and storage units.

NEW YORK (AP) - Inves-' 


tigators believe an arson fire 
(hat killed 25 persons at an 
overcrowded second-story club 
may have been started by a man 
who was thrown out after argu- 
ing with his wife, sources say. 


Authorities said a flammable 


liquid or other accelerating 
material was used to start the 
fire early Sunday morning in 
the only staircase in the South 
Bronx building. The death toll 
was said to be the worst from 
any arson fire in the cily's his- 
tory. 


Most of the victims died of 


smoke inhalation in the 25- 
by-40-foot room. Twenty-four 
persons suffered injuries. Most 
of them broke bones when they 
leaped from a window, unable to 
use a blocked fire escape. 


"The poor people never had a 


chance," one fireman said. 


Carter's Presence Still 
Swell Plains Bible Class 


PLAINS, 
Ga. (AP) 
- 


Clarence Dodson was speaking 
in the basement of the Plains 
Baptist Church to the men's Bi- 
ble class. His audience was 
about 50 persons, only half of 
them regular members of a 
class, including one man run- 
ning for president of the United 
States. 


"If we have come to this 


sanctuary today, just for the 
purpose of seeing one another, 
just to see wlio is here, it is not 
like coming to the sanctuary ... 
to seek Christ's blessing," Dod- 
son said. 


Jimmy Carter, of course, was 


the reason why the other people 
— tourists, reporters and Secret 
Service agents — were there. 


. 
The 45-minute Bible class and 


the church services upstairs in 
the simple, white-framed build- 
ing with its 16 stained-glass 
windows are regular features of 
Carter's Sunday in .Plains, his 
hometown. 


Carter has taught the class in 


the past, but on Sunday he sat 
on a metal folding chair in the 
second row, third seat from the 
left, with a Bible in his lap and 


" Plains residents on either side 
of him. 


A Secret Service agent, his 


gun bulging from under his 
jacket, 
sat 
at 
the 
back. 


Reporters also sat in the back 
and on a bench along the side. 


There were no blacks in the 


class. None are members of the 
church. There were no women 
taking part 
in the class, 


although 
several 
female 


reporters 
were 
there. 
A 


separate class is held for 
women. 


In 19W, Carter had voted for 


an unsuccessful plan to in- 
tegrate the church. Since then, 
however, 
blacks 
have 


worshipped at the church, 
although none belongs, accord- 
• ing to a Carter spokesman. 


The spokesman said nothing 


prohibits blacks from becoming 
members of the congregation

sign of a more righteous press 
on the campaign, suggesting 
that "maybe there is along ges- 
tation period." 


Voices from other Sunday 


school classes floated into the 
classroom, occasionally drown- 
ing Dodson's lesson, which dealt 
with man's free will to choose 
between sin and redemption. 


Carter, who has refrained 


from talking about politics when 
he is in the church, answered 
reporters' questions about his 
religious beliefs and his under- 
standing of the Bible. 


Asked if he believes-(he Gar- 


den of Eden once existed. Carter 
replied: "That's hard to say. I 
can't disavow it. I don't know. 
... I doubt many Christians 
today think the earth, was 
created in seven days." 


Carter volunteered that each 


night he reads one chapter of 
the Bible in English and the 
preceding chapter in Spanish. 


He said that if he is elected 


president, he does not intend to 
miss church in Plains. His visit 
to the church Sunday was likely 
his last before the election. Next 
Sunday, two days before elec- 
tion day, he expects to be in Fort 
Worth, Tex.

About an hour and a half 
later, I heard a noise and im- 
mediately saw flames and black 
smoke by the door." 


Codd said "there are many 


aspects under investigation" 
and refused to confirm or deny 
reports that the man had re- 
turned to the club with gasoline 
and been burned while setting 
the fire.

"Everybody started acting 


crazy," said an injured sur- 
vivor, Jose Echeverria, 56. 
"The only way out was the win- 
dow and we took turns. I had to 
wait for two people before I 
could jump. If I stay one minute 
longer, I am dead." 


It was the city's worst fire in 


terms of loss of life since I960, 
when the aircraft carrier Cons- 
tellation burned in the Brooklyn 
Navy yard with a loss of 50 lives. 


A suburban Port Chester, 


N.Y., fire in 1974 killed 24 per- 
sons in a discotheque with only 
one exit. Authorities determined 
that the suburban blaze had 
been set by an arsonist to cover 
a robber}- in an adjacent build- 
ing.

Strike Cuts Ford's Profits

DETROIT (AP) — A nation- 


wide strike against Ford Motor 
Co. may have cut the au- 
tomaker's third-quarter net 
profits by $100 million-or more, 
according to a dozen financial 
analysts surveyed by The As- 
sociated Press. 


The investment counselors 


said the walkout by the United 
Auto Workers — coming two 
weeks before the end of the 
quarter — gave Ford its worst 
financial performance for a 
July-September period since 
1967, the last time the firm was 
struck. 


General Motors Corp. and 


Chrysler Corp., meanwhile, are 
expected to set new earnings 
records for the quarter, ac-

cording to the analysts. The 
Big Three makers release their 
financial results this week. 


Because of the strike, which 


began Sept. 15, Ford lost an 
estimated 170,000 vehicles — 
worth 5850 million at the fac- 
tory — from its third-quarter 
production schedules. Analysts 
estimated the strike drained 
Ford's net profits at a rate of 
up to 860 million a week. 


Consequently, Ford is ex- 


pected to show net earnings of 
less than S24 million for the 
period, rather than the record 
S100 million to S140 million 
many analysts had predicted 
before the work stoppage. The 
company had profits of 856 
million a year ago.

tomaker, is expected to make 
S75 million in the quarter to 
shatter a 26-year-old earnings 
mark of 866 million set in 1950, 
when the firm was recovering 
from a long U.AW strike in the 
first half of that year. 


Chrysler had record third- 


quarter losses of S79 million a 
year ago. 


The Big Three makers, hav- 


ing staged a dramatic recovery 
from the industry's severe 
1974-75 recession, established 
new earnings marks for the 
first half of 1976. 


However, American Motors 


Corp., the smallest of the 
makers, remains stuck in a 
deep sales slide and is expected 
to report losses for both the 
period and its full 1976 fiscal 
year, which ended Sept. 30.

1967. the last time the firm was 
struck. 
(ieneral Motors Corp. and 
('hryslcr Corp., meanwhile, are 
expected to set new earnings
